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ATTENDANCE AT HORSE SHOWS 





In his annual report to the American Horse Shows Association 
on January 12th, President Adrian van Sinderen, drawing on the 
reports of stewards in 1955, set forth several suggestions for improv- 
ing attendance at horse shows. Visitors from abroad who visit our 
shows are usually complimentary about the excellence of horses and 
riders, somewhat critical of organization and management, and gen- 
erally astonished at the lack of spectators; where we count spectators 
in hundreds the European shows count them in thousands and tens 
of thousands. 

It is not just because of gate receipts that attendance is important 
to horse shows—although goodness knows we all need the money. 
Even more important is that the general public should see and learn 
to appreciate horses in general and show horses in particular. We all 
have a common aim—to promote and increase the quantity and qual- 
ity of horses and riders in this country. Increased horse show attend- 
ance is obviously one of the major avenues leading toward this goal. 

The suggestions from stewards cited by Mr. van Sinderen divide 
themselves into three categories. The first concerns personnel. Not 
so many Chiefs, but more Indians; the best way to interest people in 
a show is to give them a job to do, If associating the show with a 
charity is the way to get workers and spectators, by all means do so; 
many of them will end up being quite as interested in the show as in 
the local hospital. Slow jump crews can usually be speeded up with 
training; for unforseen delays the larger shows could well have an 
emergency event, just as the early movie theatres had a comedian 
ready to entertain the audience whenever the film broke. Smaller 
shows could turn the waiting period into a coffee break or a seventh 
inning stretch. 

The announcer should not only keep horses. and exhibitors on 
schedule with loud speakers at the ring and in the stable area. He 
should also arouse spectator interest by explaining the conditions of 
the class and the performance of horses and riders while it is in pro- 
gress. Because such matters are elementary to those who run the 
show ,they are apt, either not to insist on such explanations, or actual- 
ly to discourage them. Just because this sort of comment requires a 

capable and tactful announcer is no reason why we should not de- 
mand and get it. No audience can be interested in performances 
which it ean neither understand nor appreciate. 

A second category concerns the physical arrangements. It is 
surprising how many show rings have only one gate when so ob- 
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viously they need two — both 
for entrance and exit. No less sur- 
prising is the number of exhibi- 
tors who hurt the shows they are 
trying to promote merely because 
they will not take the trouble to 
be on time. If adequate lighting 
is impossible don’t attempt a 
night session. Attractive accom- 
adations for spectators in the way 
of parking, seats, visibility, food, 
drink and plumbing are elemen- 
tary essentials. 

Last, but not least, consider 
what takes place inside the ring. 
Select capable judges who know 
what they are looking for and 
can recognize it promptly. The 
mysteries of conformation are be- 
yond the ken of most audiences; 
it is often possible to judge it out- 
side the main ring. If it is neces- 
sary to card a large number of 
classes per day in order to attract 
exhibitors, let those with the least 
spectator appeal be held early in 
the morning or in a second ring. 
If entries in Jumper Classes are 
heavy, run eliminations in the 
morning, finals in the afternoon. 
Vary the types of classes and the 
program. Even so august a show 
as the National at Madison 
Square Garden depends on spe- 
cial acts such as the Spanish Rid- 
ing School and the Canadian 
mounties to attract the general 
public. The smaller shows should 
follow this example on a more 
modest scale, a Costume Class or 
what have you. 

Let us never forget that a horse 
show should be a show in fact as 
well as in name, a spectacle that 
will attract spectators.

On the front page he put the photo 
of Mrs. Gene Markey who owns Liberty 
Sun and Eastgate, and right beside it 
he wrote “Decathlon’ Eastgate Head 
Field.” 

Well, you know what happened. 

Decathlon won the Hibiscus, paying 
$5.80. 

In Reserve took the Santa Maria Handi- 
cap at a mutuel payoff of $13.80. 

Guerrera registered in the Santa Cata- 
lina, returning $15.50. 

Mrs. Markey’s colt, Liberty Sun, ran 
second to Decathlon, in what amounted 
to a dead-heat, though, of course, the 
money went to the owner of the one that 
got there first.

Coming to the wire In Reserve had 
the best racing luck and took the trophy. 
Manotick was beaten three-quarters of 
a length. Mary Machree was third, 2:, 
farther back and three-quarters ahead 
of Island Queen. All the money horses 
came off the pace. 

In Reserve earned $15,100, which 
gives her $17,100 for her efforts since 
New Year’s Day. She was fourth in her 
other outing this year. 

In 1955, she earned $36,270 with 3 
wins, 3 seconds and 4 thirds in 15 tries. 

The four-year-old filly is by *Noor, 
from Abeyance, by Gallant Fox. She was 
bred by Johnny Longden and is trained 
by his son, Vance. 

The Santa Catalina (1 % miles) was 
won by Longden in more typically Long- 
den fashion; i.e., he got Guererro out on 
top and stayed there. At the end he was 
2 1/4 lengths in front, with Hillary, Grey 
Tower and James Session fighting for 
second place and only Hillary getting 
it. Grey Tower took third by a whisker. 

Peter Strub, owner and breeder of 
Guererro, collected $16,650, which gives 
him $18,650, from that source in 1956.

His 
most recent win had been in a stakes. 
but it was the Los Feliz, which is for 
non-winners of stakes. Before post time, 
he looked the best and the bettors had 
him down to a little less than 7 to 5. 

At the eighth pole he still looked the 
best, but then changes developed. Count 
Chic, which had been looking at the 
ballooning blouses of the riders before 
him for half a mile or more, began to 
run. At the stretch he was in fourth place 
and then he dashed up to Johnie Mike 
and right on past to win by 1™% lengths. 
Placer was third and Lucky G. L. fourth. 

Worth $11,700, the race puts Count 
Chie at $12,825 for 1956 He was third 
the other time out. Last year he won 5 
races, was second in 4 and third in 3, 
in 15 times at bat. His earnings amount- 
ed to $19,150.

The Arapahoe held its formal opening 
after several weeks of cub-hunting on 
October 30th with a near record Field 
of 45 turning out in the clear, warm 
sunshine of a mild fall morning; It was 
a bit too mild for good scent, but hounds 
got up a coyote in the rolling fields east 
of Headquarters and had a good burst. 
The following Thursday hounds were 
worked through the South Ranch. 
Though the country with its great pines 
and sunny glades made for a most en- 
joyable ride, hounds didn’t find until 
coming home late in the afternoon, It 
was the first of many runs this season 
through the rough, wooded country 
known as the Hole. 

Excitement reigned the morning of 
November 5th from the time Huntsman 
George Beeman lit on his head over the 
first fence going into the Tower until, 
coming home, Melanie Grant, Reginald 
Sinclaire and Dr. Daniel Franklin made 
further purchases of the Master’s good 
ranch land as they tumbled off one— 
two—three across a gully in the Trap. 
In between these real estate transactions, 
hounds found, ran and killed one coyote 
in Sections 13 and 12, and found, ran and 
put a second to ground. Initiating a 
young horse into the ways of hunting 
that day we wern’t quite up in the front 
ranks and can vouch for the speed with 
which things happened in that we didn’t 
realize hounds had killed until riding 
into Kennels. even though we wern’t 
more than a quarter mile good clear 
pasture land away at the time. 

On the 10th hounds were cast into the 
South Ranch and worked through the 
Douglas Investment, finding near that 
unexpected little panel in the woods 
near the Buffalo fence. It was a good 
run through the Hole and all the way 
north over the Anticline with a short 
circle in the open before going back 
into the Hole again. 

The 13th was a misty day—most un- 
usual for this country—and a coyote 
obliged by dashing past one of the whips 
into the South Ranch woods not long 
after hounds had been cast. Hounds 
streamed away through the oak and pines 
down one of the long ridges leading 
to the big sandy draw just east of Ken- 
nels, continued running south through 
the South Ranch and gave another very 
pretty ride through the Douglas Invest- 
ment where they lost the line in a herd 
of deer. It was cold as we rode slowly 
north, but rewarding as hounds had 
another brief run around the Anticline. 
On the 17th the thermometer stood at 
a cold 20 degrees with snow on the 
ground and we had a long ride into 
the north wind before hounds found an 
old line near Headquarters road. Al- 
though the line was cold, they worked 
hard, back and forth across a sandy 
creek bed until they straightened it 
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out heading for the cornfield. Gradu- 
ally they carried it beyond into Diamonds 
and were able to really open up. Across 
the big gully they turned east into the 
Pollack and ran nearly as far as the 
Tower before swinging south along the 
South Pollack fence line, back across 
the Pollack draw and once more into 
the Diamonds. 

The next three hunts included one 
blank day, two poor days and Billy Hay- 
hurst getting bucked off a young one in 
a gale of wind. On the 4th of December 
we had a long blank ride north into 
Bowen’s 40 with a huntsman determined 
to hunt until sundown if he had to in 
order to find a coyote. We had been out 
nearly three hours when hounds found 
near the Section 10 farm and were 
pleased to note hounds were heading 
more or less towards home, crossing 
the big gully in Section 10, running to 
the head of Bennett’s Gulch and then 
south over broad fields past Head- 
quarters and the winter wheat fields, 
through the Bull Pasture and into the 
Breaks behind Headquarters where they 
veered slightly east and looked about to 
run up the back of the Anticline. How- 
ever, the coyote was just getting under 
way and ran east through the Purebred 
pasture, across the Wildcat road and into 
the lovely, flat grassy fields of the 
Cheese Ranch. Continuing in a big left 
hand circle he ran north into the Jewell 
and Renner properties. Staff and Field 
pelted down dirt Wildcat road for several 
miles with hounds running well to their 
right and were fortunate to catch them 
near the county line when the coyote 
bore left again and reentered the home 
ranch. From there he ran across three 
sections of prairieland and returned to 
Section 10. Hounds were out over five 
hours, nearly two at a good run over 
open fields and must have covered 
between 25 and 30 miles. 

On the 8th we played around the 
Anticline after a coyote was tallyhoed 
by hilltopper Marguerite Beeman who 
is just as keen a hunter as the riding 
members of her family. On the 10th 
we had a short run across Section 15 
to the old highway where it looked as 
if the coyote tried to cross. After a wide 
cast hounds hit the line through the 
cornfield and into 21, but it was a cold 
day and scent poor. Carole Harper signed 
the Register for a nasty spill over the 
Tower panel and had the two blackest 
eyes we ever hope to see. On the 14th 
another run through the Hole—we’ve 
almost beaten a rideable path up some 
of those long steep hills where the scrub- 
oak is so obnoxious. The weather con- 
tinued unseasonably cold and on the 
17th was again poor, although our hard- 
working hounds were able to run a 
coyote from the Tower through the South 
fanch to the Buffalo Fence. 


During the holidays we hunted three 
times a week and the weather, after a 
bad wind storm the 23rd, was as mild 
and balmy as we had expected it to be 
in November. No precipitation was re- 
corded and the coyotes persisted in

Boots & Saddle 
is entirely self-supporting and is kept 
active only by the untiring efforts of a 
comparative handful of riding enthusi- 
asts. The horse show was sparked by 
Mrs. W. H. Langdon and abetted by Mrs 
W. H. G. Fuller, both of whose husbands 
were away On Maneuvers when the plan 
originated. With the return of the mas- 
culine membership, the show plans were 
put into full swing and the ensuing 
smooth performance is a credit indeed 
to the untiring efforts and ingenuity of 
the Committee—which consisted of Col. 
and Mrs. Langdon, Col. and Mrs. Fuller 
and Lt. Col. and Mrs. John Elliott. A 
well-balanced, widely varied program 
kept spectator interest at a high peak. 
English pleasure class entries were so 
numerous, the judges decided to divide 
it into 2 classes.

on Starless Night is wrongly captioned 
The horse is not executing a High Schoo] 
“air” but one confined to the circus 
known as the Spanish Walk. The Pass- 
age. or collected, short. very elevated. 
condensed trot, is in some German books 
and at the Spanish Riding School of 
Vienna sometimes spoken of as “Die 
Spanisher Tritt”. (Spanish Step) but it 
has no connection with the so-called 
Spanish Walk. The latter. consisting of 
a gait in which the horse extends fore- 
ward first one foreleg and then another 
at shoulder level, as illustrated in the 
Chronicle, belongs purely to the Circus. 
though often incorrectly spoken of as 
High School.

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Supplementary Entry For 


Famed Belmont Stakes 
Made Possible by GNYA 


This vear—1956—if an owner torgets 
to name his best three-year-old Thorough 
bred for the Belmont Stakes—or if he 
finds in June that he has a better horse 
than he dared hope in February—it will 
still be possible to put his horse into 
the climax event of America’s Triple 
Crown classics. It won't be necessary to 
take him home without giving him the 
chance he earned. This became known 
with the announcement by The Greater 
New York Association that supplement- 
ary nominations would be accepted this 
vear for the eighty-eighth running of 
the $100,000 Belmont. oldest of the Tri 
ple Crown events. The supplementary 
entry will be made up to within five 
days of the race’s running and will 
cost $5,000. 

Regular nominations will close, as 
they did a year ago, on February 15, 
1956, the same day on which nominations 
close for The Kentucky Derby and The 
Preakness, earlier events in the Triple 
Crown. The Derby, this year, will be on 
May 5 and The Preakness two weeks 
later, May 19 

In all other essentials, except that the 
nominating fee has been reduced from 
$100 to $50, 1956 conditions remain the 
same for this great race that started 
almost a hundred years ago, in 1867. 
It will be at Belmont Park this year, 
on Saturday, June 16; it will be at 1”; 
miles; geldings will be barred; starting 
fee remains $1,000 and of the $100,000 
added, $20,000 goes to the second place 
horse, $10,000 to third and $5,000 to 
fourth. 

This step on the part of the Trustees 
of The Greater New York Association 
will remove a cause for some disappoint 
ment in the past when—either through 
error at this time of the year or a failure 
to realize the quality of a young horse 

a few outstanding horses had not been 
named for the big race in June 

The most recent instances of this. of 
course, have been the past two seasons, 
when California horses, Determine and 
Swaps, won The Kentucky Derby at 
Louisville, but had not been nominated 
to The Belmont. The change in regul- 
ations now makes it possible for anyone

Fox Hunting in Canada. Frank 
Proctor. Toronto, Published by 
the author, 1955, pp. 376, copi- 
ously illustrated. $10.00. 

Frank Proctor is one of the great 
sporting figures of Canada. He won his 
first steeplechase 69 years ago when he 
was 17. He still hunts with the Toronto 
and North York Hunt, of which he was 
joint M.F.H. from 1940 to 1950. In our 
issue of December 30 we published a 
picture of him jumping a rail fence 
while out with this pack last autumn at 
the age of 85. 

During the course of his sporting 
career he has made many fast friends. 
In 1929 he published “Fox Hunting in 
Canada and Some Men Who Made It.” 
Although a considerable portion of the 
text was devoted to the sport. the pri- 
mary emphasis was on the “men who 
made it” and on their sporting careers. 

Mr. Proctor has now published a 
cond volume, very similar in scope, but 
much enlarged and brought down to 
date. It is dedicated to his wife, to his 
grandchildren and to “The Memory of 
all the Dauntless Lovers of Horses With- 
in Its Pages”’—of which there are a 
great many. There are better than 150 
illustrations which include the photo- 
graphs of more than 200 people. A much 
larger number of sporting biographies 
appear in the text, All the organized 
hunts of Canada are covered, including 
a number of good day’s hunting with the 
various packs. There are short chapters 
embodying the author’s personal experi- 
ence in such fields as riding to hounds, 
unmanageable horses, fair hunting pace, 
steeplechase riding, buying horses in 
Virginia, the Sifton hunter breeding ex- 
periments, gypsy horse traders, etc. 

Obviously the book will give great 
pleasure to all who appear in it and to 
their friends. In fact all but 185 copies 
were sold by Brcrness- sn before publi- 


cation. In addition it is a valuable record 
which should be in every complete hunt- 
ing library.

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Peter Biegel’s Painting 
Of a Loose Horse At The 
South Dorset Pt.-to-Pt. 


When Peter Biegel left school he was 
earmarked for a business career, but 
he bullied his father into allowing him 
to pursue his artistic bent instead. That 
was a lucky break for young Biegel 
for it is not paying him an extravagant 
compliment if I say he has turned out 
to be more successful as an artist than 
he could ever have been as a black-coated 
businessman. 

He started to study at Lucy Kemp- 
Welsh’s school at Bushey but, as with 
sO many young men of his age, his 
studies were rudely interrupted by the 
war. As soon as that was over he re- 
sumed his studies at the Bournemouth 
Art School for a period of fifteen months 
where he learnt to draw figures; a glance 
at his portraits will show that this was 
not by any means time wasted. He will 
not hesitate to tell you, though, that 
without the year spent under the critical 
eve of Lionel Edwards he could never 
have achieved any success at all. 

He left his master in 1949, since then 
he has painted hunting and racing port- 
raits, the latter including such celebrities 
as Prince Regent and Freebooter, both 
action pictures painted at Aintree. 

To revert to his early days. there was 
a period when, having competed in one 
or two point-to-points, he was fired with 
the ambition to fly higher and take part 
in “the real thing’ and who con blame 
him if he visualized himself, slapping 
his leg with his whip in the paddocks of 
Cheltenham and Aintree. 

With characteristic zeal he went to 
learn the art with an old trainer and 
en the very first morning he was sent 
to breeze over a few flights of hurdles. 
His mount was not the most fluid of 
jumpers with the result that our budding 
Gordon Richards really did ‘fly higher,” 
and when he had recovered his correct 
position in the saddle the old trainer 
made this laconic remark: “You know, 
youre a nice light weight. you ought 
to ride on the flat!” 

“The Short Cut’ was an incident at 
the South Dorset Point-to-Point in 1954, 
the artist writes. “I was actually stand- 
ing there, making a study of the crowd, 
tents, etc. for a background of a larger 
picture, when a loose horse passed. I 
made a water color drawing of it, title 
The Short Cut.
